he muft pafs on the top of Orion s head the 20 th\ over his Arm 
the 24 th ; and at the end of this month he will be in the Milky 
Way. But it will he difficult hence forward to find him,becaufe 
of his fmallnefs/and the light of the Moon* 

Tis a thing worth obfervingjtmt this Comet keeps his courfe 
dlmoft like that of the 23'Comet of 1 66 $, and of another oft 577 
dbferv’d by Tycho. For they : have pafs’d through almo.ft the 
fameConftellationsjthough this be more inclined Nord-ward, 
and cut the Ecliptique five orfrx degrees mare forward than 
that of 166?. So that itTeems, that in this place of the Heavens 
there is,as 'twere, a %odiaque for Comets.

The two laft pages are Efficiently contained in p. 30* which 
preceedsthem,if men were acquainted with the compendious 
way of writing in Cribris. That fair edition of Aratus, printed 
this year in Oxford, adjoins fome fragments of Eratoft'benesf who 
dyed almoft 1900 yeares ago.) Among the re(l, there is the be¬ 
ginning of his Arithmetical mjw°v of odd numbers, to ffiew 3 
which of them are incompofit t§c , The lofs of that tribrum was 
abundantly fupplied by th cTable of incompofit numbers, prin¬ 
ted at London for Mr.Pitt. 166 8 3 as this Table is. 

Thoferj laft pages have a Curiciity,perhaps not feen before3 
viz. an accurate enumeration of all the Endings of numbers tru¬ 
ly Square. Thole Endingt in one figure are fix j in two figures, 
are 223 in three figures,are 15-93 in 4.figures,are 1^.4: which,be¬ 
ing here fet down in their natural order, ftand there ready to 
difcover many long given numbers not to be Square 3 which o~ 
therwife could not have been perceived to be fuch till after ex* 
tra&ion. 

But they alfo give an occafion to tranfcribe here the three laft 
lines of the laft page, which are thefe.

W Hat this Inquifitive and Induftrious Anatomift had for¬ 
merly promifed touching this Subjett ('intimated N*. 
34.p.66?, and N*.7s>.p. 305<S. 30&7.)he now amply performeth 
in this Treatife, which appears to be written upon long fearch 
and much examination, and is illuftrated with many very curi* 
ous and accurate Schemes. 


The main Defig n of the Book is, to make it out what the 
Author as well,as VanHorn } S teno^S wammerdam^n^ others have 
given out concerning the Manner of Generation in Animals 
call'd Viviparous j viz. that they,no lefs than the Oviparous, have 
Cvaria containing many Eggs; and that thofe Eggs are after 
the fame manner rendred prolifickjand come to the Vtcrus , as 
they do in Fowl: which he faith will be found more than pro¬ 
bable to thofe,that (hall have well examin’d the Genitals of O- 
viparons creatures 5 in regard that, as the extremity of the Ovi- 
duBus or Egg-channel ends in a membranous expanfion in 
Birds} fo th tTuba Fallopian# do end likewife in Quadrupeds. 
And as the fame Ovidu&us in Birds recciveth the Fggs falling 
from their buds; fo the faid dilated in Quadrupeds do 
receive the Eggsexpell'd out of the Baggs* Which that itmay 
be the better clear’d up, heobferveth.

Mean time , he would not have any one phancy, that the Eggs in 
Quadrupeds and Women arc inverted with a hard (hell : that being 
not efientiil to an Egg,and there being more forts of Eggs that have 
no fuch hard iheil,tfaan that have it*, as of Fifhes,Froggs>$erpencs,&c.

And 
he omits not to deliver a minute defeiption of the Tuba Fallopiana mu- 
lierum • and fhews, whence it is, that by fome they are efteemM alto- 
gether and alwaies clofe , whereas they are at certain times really o- 
pen , though the hole of their extremity be very narrow \ p. 246, 
He reje&s the ( commonly fo called ) Fa fa deferentia from being 
fit veffels for tranfmitting Eggs, p. 250. as he alfo contradicts the aU 
fertion of thofe,that pretend to have found humane *s*eNumb. 8* s 
fatus's of no more than 3,4, or 8, dales* old after 
conception.p. 246. 

Further he informs us, How an Egg is by degrees changed in utere^ 
how it is nourifhed and augmented there from time to time ; and in 
what order each part is perfected&c* Concerning which, the Rea¬ 
der will probably receive in a fhort time fome difcoveries^ade, and 

lately; 
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lately imparted to the R.oyal Society, by Signor Malpighi, an Italian, 
andDr. Croon an Englifti phy!itian,both Fellows of that Society. 

He concludeth all with an excellent Chapter, treating of the Genera¬ 
tion of Rabbets, and thereby confirming all the main parts of his for¬ 
mer dodrine.

T He learn'd Author of this Book examines therein the Opinion of 
thofe,that efteem Beafts to be meer Engins without any percep¬ 
tion and Knowledge. In the doing of which, he reprefents at large 
and to advantage what hath beep and may be alledged in favour of 
rim dodrine ^ thatfo, when he fhall be found by the Teachers of it 
not to be of their fentiment,they may not Judge him to be a Diffenter 
at leaf! for want of having confidered their reafons. 

After he hath fper.t the greateft parr of his difcourfe in urging the 
arguments for the foie Mechanical Contrivance of the Strudure and 
Operations of Beafts ^ and interfperfed the difcuffion of the Opinion 
the other extreme, which adfcribes Reafon to them : He declares at laft 
his fenfe of this whole matter, and endeavours to prove. That Beafts, 
though they have not any/^/feSw^yet they have a Senjible knowledgj 
or,though they have not fach a perception that eflencially carrieth 
with it a refledion upon it felf; yet they have a fimplc apprehenfion 
of Objeds without that reflexion. So that he efteems,that from this 
diftindion all the difficulties,that have been propofed, will vanifh t, 
and that the reafons, alledged to the contrary , proove. indeed, that 
Beafts have no Spiritual knowledge, but not at all, that they have no 
Senfible one. For the particulars, whereby this is endeavoured to be 
made out, we refer the Reader to the Book itfelf.
